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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The Examiner wants to point out that a typo 
appears on page 2 of the Final Office action mailed on 9/17/2004, " controlling the presentations of the advertisements" should be 
replaced with -controlling the presentation of local commercial messages-. In Thibadeau regardless of the device used, the reference 
teaches presenting local commercial messages to the users based on certain weather conditions. In Thidadeau a barometer is used to 
measure local weather and altitude of a certain location and this information is transmitted to a computer device via a network in order to 
determine the targeting message to sent to a user based on the measured weather and altitude information (col. 13. lines 13-61). 
Applicant argues that Thibadeau doesn't teach receiving local weather information, the Examiner disagrees with Applicant because 
Thibadeau clearly teaches on col. 5, lines 18-28 "to monitor emergency weather information" . Applicant argues that the Thibadeau 
reference and Helfrich are not combinable. The Examiner disagrees with Applicant because both references are concerned with sending 
to the users focused or targeting messages based on certain measured weather conditions. With respect to the official notices used. 
Applicant has to provide a proper challenge that would at least cast reasonable doubt on the fact taken notice of, therefore the Official 
notice is sustained. See MPEP 2144.03 where In re Boon is mentioned. It is believed that the rejections should be sustained. 
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
